Reasons for Allowance 

* The objections and rejections of record are withdrawn in response to Applicants' 
Amendment. 

* Claims 1, 2, 46, 49, 73 and 74 are amended, Claims 4, 24-45, 51, 76 
and 96-144 are canceled. Claims 1-3, 5-23, 46-50, 52-75 and 77-95 remain pending. 

* Claims 1-3, 5-23, 46-50, 52-75 and 77-95 are allowable over the prior art. 

.1 The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art is exemplified by Henson et al. (US Patent No. 5134619)-IDS of 
7/14/2003. 

Henson et al. discloses a failure-tolerant mass storage system wherein 
codewords/redundant data are striped across plural disc drives, e.g., col. 10 line 6 and col. 13 line 
55 et seq. 

However, Henson et al. does not teach or suggest the combination of claim elements for 
the specific lost element rebuilding operations described therein.
